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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

THE  MERRIMAC  COUNCIL  ON  AGING  -  1987 


The  Council  on  Aging  continued  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  elder  community. 
The  Council’s  main  function  is  to  provide  services,  information  and  referral.  The 
Council  received  well  over  2000  phone  calls  this  year.  These  phone  inquiries 
concerned  a  wide  variety  of  requests,  such  as  transportation.  Meals  on  Wheels, 
medical  assistance,  tax  assistance,  home  care  information,  housing  information 
and  program  information. 

The  Council  provided  over  260  round  trips  of  transportation  through  the  Nor¬ 
thern  Essex  Elder  Transport  Program.  This  program  recruits  volunteer  drivers 
who  are  on  file  in  the  Council  Office.  The  Council  coordinates  the  requests  for 
transportation  with  the  volunteer  drivers.  Transportation  is  provided  for  medical 
appointments,  shopping,  banking  and  various  other  needs. 

Noon  meals  continue  to  be  served  at  the  Senior  Center,  Monday  through  Fri¬ 
day,  through  the  Merrimack  Valley  Nutrition  Project,  which  pays  the  town 
$135.00  per  month  for  use  of  the  Senior  Center.  This  year  there  were  1 ,867  meals 
served.  Meals  are  also  available  to  homebound  elders,  of  which  2700  were 
delivered  by  volunteers  this  year. 

17  Elders  received  free  tax  assistance  through  the  Council  on  Aging  from 
a  VITA  representative.  Leagal  Aid  is  offered  weekly  at  the  Senior  Center.  A 
podiatry  clinic  is  held  bi-monthly  with  over  75  elders  receiving  free  foot  care 
this  year.  Blood  pressure  and  Health  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  Senior  Center, 
totaling  415  appointments  in  1987. 

The  Outreach  Program,  through  the  Senior  Aide  contacted  an  average  of  125 
elders  per  month,  assisting  with  requests  such  as  Meals  on  Wheels,  Home  Care 
Services  and  Fuel  Assistance. 

Many  classes  and  programs  were  offered  ranging  from  arts  and  crafts  to  in¬ 
formation/educational.  These  were  highlighted  by  a  Bereavement  Support  Group 
and  a  Workshop  for  Caregivers  of  Elderly  Family  Members.  Everyone  is  en¬ 
couraged  to  attend  these  programs  and  classes. 

The  Friends  of  the  Council  continues  to  be  an  important  fund  raising  organiza¬ 
tion  for  the  Council.  Anyone  and  everyone  is  welcome  to  join. 

The  Council  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.  The  public  is 
welcome  to  attend. 
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Thank  you  to  the  town  for  its  support  of  the  Council  and  Senior  Center.

Mass.  State  Arts  Lottery  Council  monies  received  in  January  and  July  in  Mer- 
rimac,  were  awarded  as  grants  for  a  variety  of  arts  projects. 

Recipients  in  1987  included  the  Old  Home  Day  Committee,  providing  a  brass 
quintet  to  perform  a  free  concert  during  the  annual  Old  Home  Day  celebration;

N.  Sweetsir  School;  the  Playground  Commission  was  awarded  a  grant  to  hire 
an  arts  and  crafts  instructor  for  the  summer  supervised  play  program.  The  Mer¬ 
rimac  Arts  Council  also  coordinated  the  local  artist  art  exhibit  held  during  the 
Old  Home  Day.  Council  members  also  judged  the  float  category  of  the  annual 
Santa  Parade. 

The  Merrimac  Arts  Council  continues  to  try  to  award  grants  appealing  to 
a  cross  section  of  the  town’s  population.  Individuals  and  organizations  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  apply  for  funds  for  diverse  arts  projects.  Funds  requested  must  be 
in  proportion  to  the  population  served  and  total  town  allotment,  The  Merrimac 
Arts  Council  reviews  grant  applications  at  open  meetings  in  April  and  October. 
New  members  to  the  Merrimac  Arts  Council  are  always  welcomed.

MERRIMAC  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

TRUSTEES  REPORT 


February  15,  1988 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herewith  their  111th 
annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Merrimac  covering  the  calendar  year 
1987. 

The  primary  concern  for  the  library  this  year  was  brought  about  by  un¬ 
precedented  flooding  in  April.  Four  days  of  unrelenting  rain,  April  4-7,  raised 
the  ground  water  level  to  such  an  extent  that  it  resulted  in  two  inches  of  standing 
water  in  the  library  basement/children’s  room.  Despite  the  efforts  of  helpful  town 
departments  and  application  of  borrowed  pumps  manned  by  trustees,  professional 
assistance  had  to  be  hired  to  wet  vacuum  the  wall-to-wall  carpeting.  The  library 
had  to  be  closed  for  a  couple  of  days  during  this  crisis  because  the  toilets  were 
inaccessible. 

Then  followed  a  period  of  trying  to  dry  out  the  carpet  and  natural  fiber  pad 
underneath.  The  situation  was  exacerbated  by  the  fact  that  the  children’s  room 
bookcases,  years  ago,  had  been  installed  over  the  wall-to-wall  carpeting.  A  mildew 
problem  developed  in  the  dead  air  space  under  the  metal  bookcases. 

After  thorough  examination  of  all  the  alternatives,  the  trustees  voted  in  June 
to  have  the  entire  old  carpet  and  pad  removed.  This  was  a  costly  and  complex 
task.  The  children’s  books  had  to  be  taken  off  the  shelves  and  boxed,  the  bookcases 
dismantled,  and  everything  from  the  downstairs  (books,  dismantled  bookcases, 
and  furniture)  placed  in  an  on-site  storage  trailer.  Then  the  old  carpet  and  pad 
were  removed,  the  floor  cleaned  and  sealed,  and  high  density  plastic  was  pur¬ 
chased  to  place  under  the  bookcases.  At  this  time  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
generously  donated  the  labor  and  materials  to  freshly  paint  all  of  the  walls 
downstairs.  Following  much  deliberation,  it  was  voted  to  resurface  the  floor  with 
cemented  down  indoor-outdoor  carpeting  without  a  pad  underneath.  By  the  first 
of  September,  the  bookcases  and  books  were  all  put  back  in  place  and  use  of 
the  children’s  room  resumed. 

Because  the  town’s  insurance  policy  would  not  honor  any  of  our  claim  and 
our  regular  budget  does  not  allow  for  such  an  unexpected  expense,  all  of  the  costs 
for  this  highly  expensive  project  were  paid  for  out  of  Thomas  H.  Hoyt  trust  funds. 
The  tax  payers  of  the  town  should  be  grateful  for  the  generosity  of  this  benefac¬ 
tor  of  the  library  because,  once  again,  these  funds  have  spared  them  the  need 
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for  extra  appropriations.  Below  is  an  abbreviated  breakdown  of  the  expenses  in 
this  project: 


Professional  wet  vacuum  &  sanitize  treatment  (twice)  459.75 

Labor  &  storage  (books,  bookcases,  furniture,  etc.)  1,777.06 

Sealing  floor  154.00 

Plastic  underlay ment  175.70 

New  Carpet  and  installation  1,223.01 

Total  $3,789.52 


Staff  salaries  and  library  hours  required  adjustments  within  the  last  year.  In 
the  spring,  upon  the  resignation  of  Phyllis  Bailin  as  children’s  librarian,  the  posi¬ 
tion  could  not  be  filled  at  the  low  hourly  rate  of  pay  being  offered.  To  stay  within 
our  budget,  yet  satisfy  the  public  interest  in  having  a  children’s  librarian,  it  was 
decided  to  offer  more  money  per  hour  but  require  fewer  hours  per  week.  The 
trustees  were  fortunate  to  hire  the  services  of  Marcia  Erkson,  formerly  children’s 
librarian  at  Boxford,  MA,  and  Exeter,  N.H.  Mrs.  Erkson  assumed  her  duties 
on  the  first  of  August  and  has  since  successfully  revitalized  the  children’s 
programs. 

Substantially  raising  the  hourly  wage  of  the  children’s  librarian,  in  all  fairness 
to  the  rest  of  the  full  time  staff,  required  an  adjustment  to  their  rate  of  pay  as 
well.  It  is  important  to  point  out  that  for  some  time  now,  because  of  Prop.  2xh 
and  other  budgetary  factors,  our  small  town  library  has  been  underpaying  it’s 
professional  staff.  The  town  has  also  enjoyed  a  weekly  schedule  of  library  hours 
far  greater  than  any  other  area  library  of  comparable  size.  Consequently,  the  solu¬ 
tion  to  the  problem  was  to  reduce  the  total  hours  open  each  week  and  apply  the 
money  saved  to  increase  full  time  staff  wages.  Thus,  we  have  changed  from  be¬ 
ing  open  52  hours  a  week  to  40  hours.  The  new  schedule  started  at  the  beginning 
of  September.  The  largest  changes  involve  being  closed  now  on  Saturday  and 
open  just  two  nights  in  the  week  until  8:00  P.M.  Patron  evaluation  of  the  new 
schedule  is  welcomed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

We  must  also  report,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  William  G.  Dwyer,  in 
March,  from  the  board  of  trustees.  The  removal  of  his  family  from  Merrimac- 
port  to  the  town  of  Boxford  necessitated  the  change.  At  the  annual  election,  in 
May,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Patten  was  elected  to  fill  out  a  one  year  unexpired  term. 

Once  again,  we  wish  to  compliment  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  their  in¬ 
valuable  help.  Not  only  did  they  assist  with  the  children’s  room  project,  as  noted 
earlier,  but  they  also  purchased  a  color  television  set  and  a  VCR  unit  for  the 
children’s  room.  Their  traditional  ‘fall  festival’  was,  as  usual,  a  highly  enjoyable 
and  successful  fund  raiser. 
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All  in  all,  1987  has  been  a  hectic  and  demanding  year  for  the  trustees  of 
the  Merrimac  Public  Library.  Many  extra  meetings  and  responsibilities  have  been 
required  to  deal  with  a  variety  of  problems.  We  especially  wish  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  their  patience  and  understanding  through  unavoidable  interrup¬ 
tions  in  library  services  during  the  past  year.  Our  sincere  appreciation  is  also 
extended  to  display  case  exhibitors  and  book  donors.

The  Merrimac  Playground  Commission  meets  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
from  March  through  October  at  7:00  PM  at  the  Merrimac  Public  Library. 

The  dedication  of  the  George  J.P.  Stevens  Field  was  held  in  early  June.  Our 
special  thanks  to  George  and  Gerry  Lay  and  the  late  Dick  Gilmore  for  their  help 
in  preparing  the  memorial  rock;  to  Jim  Christie  and  Father  Panneton  for  their 
help  in  the  dedication  ceremony;  and  to  the  family,  friends,  elected  officials,  and 
citizens  of  Merrimac  as  well  as  the  Babe  Ruth  Players  who  helped  to  make  this 
a  memorable  occasion  for  George. 

During  the  1987  season,  all  athletic  fields  were  fertilized.  All  ball  fields  were 
rototilled  and  filled  with  new  mixture.  At  the  special  town  meeting  held  in  the 
fall,  funds  were  voted  to  install  new  fencing  on  the  Girls’  Softball  field  and  at 
Stevens  field.

The  soccer  field  at  the  Town  Forest  was  also  seeded  as  necessary,  and  the 
damage  done  to  the  field  following  the  spring  rains  was  repaired.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  thanks  the  members  of  the  Soccer  Club  who  continue  to  help  maintain  and 
improve  the  site. 

Indian  Head  Park  was  maintained  daily  during  the  season.  Gate  duty  is  main¬ 
tained  weekends  Beginning  in  June  and  daily  for  the  month  of  July.  Our  person¬ 
nel  again  assisted  the  Council  of  Aging  with  their  annual  picnic.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  thanks  the  Highway  Department  for  their  help.  However,  the  Commission 
is  very  concerned  about  liability  issues  at  the  lake.  Many  calls  were  received  from 
abuttors  and  residents  at  the  lake  concerning  noise,  vandalism,  and  security.  Also, 
we  received  several  inquiries  from  neighboring  towns  and  organizations  for  use 
of  our  facilities  on  a  regualar  basis.  We  are  submitting  a  special  article  to  the 
annual-meeting  for  this  facility  must  be  improved  if  it  is  going  to  continue  to 
serve  the  needs  of  our  townspeople. 

Carey  Park  was  mowed  weekly  and  was  also  fertilized. 

The  Summer  Supervised  Play  Program  continued  to  be  very  successful.  More 
than  150  children  were  registered  for  the  six  week  program.  Activities  included 
arts,  crafts,  games,  and  sports.  The  Commission  thanks  the  Arts  Lottery  Council 
for  a  grant  which  provided  funds  for  and  Arts  and  Crafts  Director.  This  program 
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was  most  enthusiastically  received  by  the  youngsters.  Weekly  day  trips  were  a 
highlight  of  the  program.  The  Commission  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation 
to  the  Merrimac  Lions  Club  for  their  continued  financial  support  of  this  program 
and  to  the  McGregor-Smith  Bus  Company  for  their  help. 

As  already  noted,  acts  of  vandalism  continue  to  be  a  problem.  In  addition 
to  the  lake,  motor  vehicles  continue  to  cause  damage  to  Stevens  Field.  We  would 
appreciate  the  cooperation  of  townspeople  to  help  stop  these  acts.  Please  contact 
the  police  when  you  observe  any  unusual  activities  on  any  of  the  recreational  areas. 

The  William  Bickford  Memorial  Award.  Given  annually  to  a  Babe  Ruth  player 
who  demonstrates  outstanding  sportsmanship,  was  presented  to  Casey  Guertin. 

Finally,  the  Commission  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  their  dedicated 
employees  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  recreation  season  and  to  the  residents 
of  Merrimac  who  helped  by  giving  of  their  time  on  behalf  of  the  youth  of  our 
community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Town  of  Merrimac,  Massachusetts 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  active  one  for  the  Commission,  with  an  average 
of  two-three  formal  Hearings  or  continuations  of  hearings  every  three  weeks, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  business  of  the  Commission.  This  steady  activity  has 
reflected  the  Town’s  increase  in  building  projects  and  an  increased  awareness 
of  the  applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Act  on  the  part  of  developers  legal  advisors, 
and  Town  boards.  What  has  been  most  signifigant  this  year  were  the  number 
of  hearings  held  on  large,  multi-unit  projects,  as  opposed  to  single-unit  applica¬ 
tions.  A  major  concern  for  the  Commission  was  the  extent  to  which  the  needs 
and  issues  addressed  in  the  1970’s  Master  Plan  were  being  threatened  by  1980’s 
development.  An  earlier  Commission  had  a  part  in  writing  that  Plan,  and  one 
of  its  most  critical  points  was  the  expressed  desirability  of  maintaining  as  much 
as  possible  of  Merrimac ’s  open  spaces.  As  that  plan  and  the  Commission 
recognizes,  this  can  be  accomplished  through  planning  and  carefully  controlled 
growth  that  represents  a  balanced  idea  of  Merrimac ’s  needs  and  its  capacity  to 
support  those  needs,  including  water  supplies,  waste  disposal,  school  facilities, 
electrical  power,  and  any  other  necessity. 

This  past  year  saw  the  addition  of  a  new  wetlands  regulation  that  the  Com¬ 
mission  must  administer.  This  part  of  the  Act  requires  the  Commission  to  con¬ 
sider  wildlife  habitat  and  the  impact  of  development  on  it,  a  subject  with  which 
developers  must  now  concern  themselves  as  well. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  of  town  citizen  participation  in  site 
visits  and  Commission  meetings,  a  development  that  was  heartening  and  that  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  Commission’s  effectiveness.  We  strongly  enoourage  citizens  to 
take  a  more  active  role  in  protecting  the  Town’s  wetland  resources  by  contacting 
the  Commission  about  their  concerns. 

The  Commission  added  two  new  regular  and  one  associate  member,  and  was 
able  to  send  three  of  its  members  to  a  conservation-related  course  at  Northern 
Essex.  We  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  and  the  Commonwealth  in  the  coming 
year.

Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  entering  its  fifteenth  year. 
To  date,  we  have  graduated  3954  students  from  a  regular  day  school  program 
and  614  students  from  our  post  secondary  courses. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  School  Improvement  Law  (Chapter  188), 
Whittier  has  accomplished  the  following: 

1.  The  School  Improvement  Council 

The  School  Improvement  Council  comprised  of  administrators,  teachers, 
parents  and  students  has  met  a  number  of  times  and  has  made  recommendations 
accepted  by  the  School  Committee  for  an  In-service  Computer  Literacy  Course 
for  teachers,  a  Computer  system  for  Health  Occupations,  Equipment  for  Fashion 
Design  and  $6000  in  student  field  trips.  These  monies  total  $12,030. 

2.  Horace  Mann  Grants 

Progress  is  ongoing  in  four  projects  approved  by  the  School  Committee  for 
teachers  to  develop  various  proposals  which  could  result  in  student  benefit  in  a 
Journalism  Newsletter,  Special  Needs  Assessment  Model,  Computer  Assisted  In¬ 
struction  in  Health  Careers  and  Math/Science  Precision  Sheet  Metal.

Whittier  Regional  recently  completed  the  first  full-scale  Chapter  74  Audit 
by  the  Occupational  Department  of  the  State  Department  of  Education.  We  are 
currently  waiting  for  the  written  outcome,  but  the  oral  briefing  has  proved  to 
be  most  laudatory.  However,  many  areas  need  improvements  which  we  will  begin 
immediately  to  study  and  make  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee. 

In  an  effort  to  inform  the  communities  of  opportunities  available  at  Whittier, 
video  tapes  have  been  distributed  to  all  feeder  schools  in  the  district.  This  tape 
goes  into  considerable  detail  highlighting  occupational  educational  opportunities, 
sports,  extracurricular  activities  and  academic  offerings  available  at  Whittier.

Annual  Report  -  Fiscal  1987 

To  The  Selectmen  And  Citizens  Of  Groveland,  Merrimac  And  West  Newbury: 

The  school  year  began  at  the  Pentucket  Regional  Junior  High  School  with 
a  new  school  administrative  team.  Betty  Allen,  formerly  Acting  Principal,  began 
her  first  full  year  as  Principal.  Richard  Carter  replaced  William  Whiting  as  Assis¬ 
tant  Principal  and  Brian  Donahue  joined  the  team  as  Director  Of  Guidance,  serving 
both  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

Plans  were  in  place  for  fuller  implementation  of  the  middle  school  model 
for  grades  7  and  8.  The  assignment  of  students  to  teams  of  academic  teachers 
(green  and  white  teams)  resulted  in  greater  support  of  students  by  faculty  members. 
Teacher  teams  met  every  other  day  as  a  group  to  address  student  concerns,  plan 
for  interdisciplinary  projects,  coordinate  study  skills  and  work  with  the  Special 
Education  Department  in  identifying  students  in  need  of  additional  help  and  sup¬ 
port.  Principal  Betty  Allen  received  a  grant  from  the  National  Network  Of  Suc¬ 
cessful  Schools  to  be  a  ‘sister  school’  with  Auburn,  Maine  Middle  School.  Faculty 
and  administrative  visitations  are  planned  and  selected  faculty  members  will  at¬ 
tend  in-service  programs  during  the  1987-1988  school  term. 

The  newly  formed  parent  support  group  organized  several  important  presen¬ 
tations  and  discussions  on  such  topics  as  health  education,  nursing,  STROBE, 
and  our  gifted  and  talented  and  enrichment  programs  as  well  as  information  ses¬ 
sions  on  parenting. 

The  School  Improvement  Council,  working  with  state  funding  provided 
through  Chapter  188,  purchased  items  to  improve  the  junior  high  school  facility, 
its  programs  and  school-parent  communication.  The  Council  purchased  materials 
to  construct  a  display  case.  They  also  purchased  book  cubicles  for  the  cafeteria, 
a  signboard,  and  a  field  trip  for  the  entire  eighth  grade  as  well  as  printing  and 
postage  for  improved  communication  with  parents. 

The  high  school  continued  to  provide  a  rich  and  comprehensive  program 
featuring  a  broad  range  of  elective  courses.  Courses  are  designed  to  appeal  to 
a  wide  span  of  interests  and  abilities.  Top  students  were  challenged  by  advanced 
placement  courses  which  they  selected  from  offerings  in  Biology,  English,  History, 
Computer  Mathematics  and  Calculus. 

High  school  students  who  took  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (S.  A.T.)  scored 
above  the  state  and  national  averages.  Two  students  were  designated  National 
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Merit  Scholar  semi-finalists  and  one  student  was  designated  as  a  ‘commended’ 
student.  Pentucket  students  also  scored  above  the  state  averages  in  Reading, 
Mathematics  and  Science  in  the  state- wide  Assessment  Testing  Program. 

A  writing  improvement  program  was  instituted  including  an  assessment  test 
and  a  writing  laboratory.  Writing  proficiency  will  become  a  graduation  require¬ 
ment  for  the  class  of  1988.  New  programs  included  Project  Invest  which  simulates 
the  business  environment.  In  addition,  four  Pentucket  students  learned  a  variety 
of  skills  and  responsibilities  in  the  Spirit  Of  Massachusetts  sail  training  program. 
Our  students  enjoyed  a  greater  use  of  computers  in  Health,  Mathematics  and 
Business. 

Joseph  Derro  received  an  award  recognizing  him  as  an  outstanding  Science 
teacher  by  the  North  Shore  Science  Teachers’  Association. 

Our  students  continue  to  receive  special  recognition  in  areas  such  as  Athletics, 
Art,  Science  and  Music,  and  we  take  pride  in  their  accomplishments. 

The  Class  Of  1987  continued  a  tradition  of  sending  a  high  percentage  of 
graduates  on  to  further  education.  Forty-five  per  cent  of  last  year’s  graduates 
enrolled  in  four-year  colleges.  Nineteen  per  cent  entered  two-year  colleges,  seven 
per  cent  attend  specialized  programs,  three  per  cent  joined  the  Armed  Forces 
and  fifteen  per  cent  entered  the  work  force.  The  remaining  nine  per  cent  surveyed 
indicated  that  they  were  uncertain  of  their  plans  for  further  education. 

Pentucket  graduates  continue  to  apply  to,  and  be  accepted  by,  institutions 
of  higher  education  of  the  caliber  of  American  University,  Bates  College,  Bentley 
College,  Colorado  State  University,  Harvard  University,  Northern  Essex  Com¬ 
munity  College,  University  Of  Massachusetts,  University  Of  North  Carolina, 
University  Of  New  Hampshire,  Rochester  Institute  Of  Technology,  Simmons  Col¬ 
lege  and  Smith  College,  to  name  a  few. 

Despite  a  long  and  difficult  period  of  teacher  negotiations  with  all  of  the 
associated  problems,  the  Pentucket  Schools  have  moved  forward  with  high  ex¬ 
pectations  from  their  students  and  staff  with  the  resulting  high  levels  of 
achievement. 
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The  School  Committee,  administrators  and  school  staff  appreciate  parental 
and  community  support  given  during  the  1986-1987  school  year.  We  continue 
to  seek  that  support  as  we  work  on  improvement  of  every  aspect  of  the  school 
program  and  the  buildings  that  house  that  program.

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation  of 
all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk;  three  Selectmen, 
Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three  Commissioners 
of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore  and  to  determine  sums 
of  money  to  be  raised,  or  transferred  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing  July  1 ,  1988  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums  of  money  so  raised,  appropriated  or 
transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific  Purposes  to  be  voted;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.

The  use  of  gas  powered  augers,  chain 
saws  or  similar  cutting  devices  on  the  Lake  Attitash  ice  is  prohibited  except  bet¬ 
ween  the  hours  of  9:00  A.M.and  4:00  P.M.  Section  2.  The  use  of  trucks,  campers, 
trailers,  automobiles,  skimobiles,or  other  motorized  vehicles  on  the  Lake  Attitash 
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ice  is  prohibited.  Section  3.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  by-law 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  (200.00).
